SEES SUNDAY SCHOOL FAILING.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., 
(RNS) — Today's Sunday 
school is like the novice in 
track who starts strong but 
comes staggering and wheez- 
ing across the finish line after 
everyone else, according to 
the editor of Decision, publi. 
cation of the Billy Graham 
Evangelistic Association. 

“Presented with a fabulous 
opportunity to instill Christian 
truth into the minds and 
hearts of people young and 
old, the Sunday school is 
gradually dropping behind the 
rest of the world,” Dr. Sher- 
wood E. Wirt wrote in an edi- 
torial, which appeared in De- 
cision and the Sunday School 
Times. 

“A cultural erosion is slow- 
ly but surely stripping evan- 
gelical Christianity of its edu- 
cative outreach,” he warned. 
“Arteriosclerosis is making 
the Sunday school wheeze, 
and it may soon be lapped. 
All the love and loyalty of 
hundreds of thousands of vol- 
unteer-teachers is failing to 
halt the drift.’* 

Dr. Wirt said some of the 
things wrong with the Sunday 
school are its name, tiresome 
opening exercises, listless 
singing, encroachment on the 
teaching time and antiquated 


lessons. - 
“Must we,” he asked, “‘for- 
ever be trotting animals into 


the ark? Or losing ourselves =~ 


in the mists between Jehosha- 
phat and Ahaz?" 


Decision’s editor said the 
Sunday school is ‘‘crying out 
to come to grips with the 
overwhelming issues of life in 
the sixties, in the light of Bi- 
ble history and prophecy.” 

He suggested some changes 
that might be considered: 

“If the term ‘Sunday school 
teacher’ has lost ‘some of its 
sheen, why not substitute ‘Bi- 
ble instructor’. . Instead of 
‘Sunday school,’ why not 
something like ‘Bible and Life 
School’? 

“The Scriptures are not, 
after all, a collection of kin- 
dergarten stories; they form 
the record of real- men living 
out real lives under a real 
God. The Bible incidents take 
on meaning as they furnish us 
with principles to guide us ini 
the choices and decisions we 
have to make. 

“The Word of God speaks 
from Genesis to Revelation of 
One who calls men not 
to verbal games and Mickey 
Mouse contests, but to utterly 
committed lives. .. ." 


GLOCK URGES BAPTIST 
WAR ON ANTISEMITISM 


NASHVILLE (BP) — The 
co-author of a book on Chris- 
tlan Beliefs and Anti-Semitism 
urged Southern Baptists to 
launch a frontal assault 


against antiJewish attitudes 
within the denomination.
